LONDON LT)—France and West 
Germany made concessions today 
on the issue of arms control, thus 
b rightening the picture in t h e 
stymied nine-power conference on 
granting her sovereignty in part­ 
nership with the We^t. 
This was disclosed after a top 
lev'el executive session at which 
b oth French Premier Pierre Men- 
des — France and West German 
chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
re­ 
portedly yielded on points which 
threatened to b og down the confer­ 
ence. 


Two sessions were on tap for the 
afternoon—another executive ses­ 
sion b y the nine foreign ministers 
and then a meeting of Mendes— 
France, Adenauer and U. S. Sec­ 
retary of State John Foster Dulles 
and British Foreign Secretary An­ 
thony Eden to draft a declaration 
of intent to end the 9-year-old oc­ 
cupation of West Germany. 
Yesterday Mendes-France s u d-

Abreast Of London 
Pa rley Progress 
DENVER (i!4-President Eisen- 
hower today kept ab reast of efforts 
to clear away new ob stacles to a 
western European defense alliance 
against Communism and arranged 
to talk over the military aspects 
with Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther. 
Gruenther, Supreme Allied com­ 
mander of North Atlantic defense 
forces, flew to the President’s va­ 
cation headquarters here last night 
to report on the troub lous situation 
as he has ob served it from his 
Paris vantage point. 
The Eisenhower-Gruenther con­ 
ference today came against the 
b ackground of a new and unexpect­ 
ed crisis in the attempt of Western 
allies to create a defense alliance 
against the Reds.

Police action thwarted threats 
•gainst Negro pupils attending a 
Maryland high school yesterday, 
and in Delaware pro-segregation 
forces hailed the removal of Ne­ 
groes from a white school. 
About 400 white adults and teen­ 
agers staged a demonstration in 
Baltimore and three Negroes leav­ 
ing Southern High School were 
threatened. One of them. Leon 
Thompson, 14, was hit in the face. 
His 
assailant, 
24-year-old 
Jack 
Zimmerman, later was fined $100. 
Three other men were fined $25 
each for disorderly conduct. Some 
Negro students were escorted to 
safety by police, a minister and a 
teacher. 
The high school enrolled Negroes 
for the first time this year. There 
are now 36 in an enrollment of 
1,780. 
Attendance at the Milford, Del., 
High School returned to normal 
after the removal of Negroes. All 
except about a third of the white 
pupils had been boycotting classes. 
Milford’s new school board, re­ 
versing a stand taken by a pre­ 
vious board, decided to remove ll 
Negroes who had been assigned to 
the high school. 
It seemed likely that they would 
be sent to an all-Negro school at 
Dover, 18 miles away. In Dover a 
member of the school board, J. 
Leon Tarburton, called a meeting 
to discuss prevention of “terrorism 
by lawless forces.” 
A group of about 200 citizens ap­ 
peared at a district school board

The Rea so n Fo r Newspa per Week 
This is the 15th consecutive year that news­ 
papers have set aside a week to call attention 
to the job they do in the United States. National 
Newgpaper Week is the first seven days of Oc­ 
tober. 
It is odd that newspapers have not explained 
themselves better while trying to explain so 
many other things about the society that has 
evolved in America. Perhaps it is because their 
own people have been, vague about the job per­ 
formed by the press. 
It has taken a long time to get far enough 
from the crude and chaotic beginning of the 
press in America to look at it objectively. The 
newspaper business changes continuously, as 
most things change in America. But the function 
it performs is settled and changeless. 
Newspapers carry on the continuous distribu­ 
tion of information by use of the printed word 
among all the people. 
They do this to meet a mass demand for 
recorded knowledge about every facet of Amer­ 
ican life — a demand that began to grow in 
the early years of the republic’s existence and 
is stiU growing. 
Both the art and the business of communica­ 
tion have grown by leaps and bounds in the 
United States to satisfy the people’s insatiable 
appetite for the printed word. 
There is one thing every American citizen 
needs to know about newspapers. 
The 1st amendment to the Constitution says, 
•'Congress shall make no law. . . abridging the 
freedom of the press.” This means the printed 
word Is immune to interference by public au­ 
thority. 
This immunity to interference had to be spe­ 
cified in the 1st amendment because there was 
. no other way to hold public authority at bay. 
Freedom of the press was a burning issue be­ 
tween newspapermen and their would-be cen­ 
ters and suppressors when the republic was 
founded. It still is. 
The press must still fight to get all the in­ 
formation that belongs to the people. There is 
never a day when some public servant is not 
busily trying to erect a barrier to keep news­ 
papers from doing that most vital part of their 
Job which consists of telling what a few people 
trusted with public authority are doing with the 
sovereign power of all the people. 
If Newspaper Week each year helps people to 
understand why newspapers must fight endless­ 
ly to keep the little barriers from growing into 
big ones, it is serving its purpose. It is letting 
the people know that the 1st amendment to the 
Constitution is not being neglected.

party was as important as the 
Russian party and the hope of 
the Bolsheviks was that Germany 
would stage the major Marxist 
Revolution. 
Stalin changed all that. He de­ 
stroyed all dissent, all differences 
of opinion. He had those who op­ 
posed him killed or exiled. He re­ 
duced the Comintern from an in­ 
ternational organization to a branch 
of the Kremlin. 
The Russian Communist 
p a r t y 
became the directing agency of the 
revolutionary movement. 


RUTH FISCHER, who had been 
one of 
the 
effective 
heads 
of 
the German party, cites this ex­ 
ample of what Stalin did to re­ 
move her from the Presidium of 
the Comintern, in her book, “Sta­ 
lin and German Communism” : 
“Stalin, however, had another 
plan. All members of the Presi­ 
dium, myself included, were re­ 
quired 
under 
Comintern 
disci­ 
pline to sign the Open Letter and 
then to defend it in our parties. 
Thus I was driven to sign my 
own political death warrant and 
to confess my sins in public.” 
Further she wrote: 
“Thus the principle of hierarchi­ 
cal discipline was applied against 
me. If there are differences in the 
Politburo, its decision by major­ 
ity vote is binding on all members 
and they are not allowed by Bol­ 
shevik precepts to discuss their 
point of difference even in the 
Central Committee. 
“Dissidents in the Central Com­ 
mittee must defend the commit­ 
tee’s point of view even in the 
party: party decisions have to be 
defended outside the party even by 
members who disagree with them. 
Thus at every level disagreement 
is kept to the group of minimum 
size, and at each step down the 
hierarchical scale the next larger 
body is presented with a unani­ 
mous mandate. 
“The secrecy of each body’s de­ 


liberations is sacred; for a mem­ 
ber of a 
committee to discuss 
them with someone in a lower 
hierarchical unit is the Communist 
equiv a lent of 
a 
serious 
misde­ 
meanor.” 


THIS WAS in 1925, when Stalin 
was clearing 
a w a y the impedi­ 
ments to his power. He sought to 
build a dictatorship and he did it 
at the cost of every principle of 
decency. 
One reason that Stalin was so 
successful, not only in Russia but 
in the Communist parties of all 
countires, was that he split the 
parties into left and right and 
middle-of-the-road and also he put 
large numbers of members on his 
payroll. For instance, about one- 
twelfth of the German party was 
in Russian pay. 
What share of the 
payroll of 
the American party w'as on the 
Russian payroll? How many Chi­ 
nese Communists were on the Rus­ 
sian payroll? 
Miss Fischer says of this: 
“Bureaucrats a r e everywhere 
the props of a political appara­ 
tus; the peculiar feature of these 
Russian 
cadres 
within German 
labor was their secret coordina­ 
tion, their military control 
b y 
secret agents, their direct affilia­ 
tion with the center in Moscow...” 
In a word, it was 
an 
astute 
corruption of those who could not 
turn back from the course they 
had adopted. The state party and 
the party 
s t a t e were 
Stalin’s 
achievement which Hitler copied. 
These two men have disturbed our 
age and our lives more than any 
other forces. 


THE STRENGTH, for instance, 
of the American two-party system 
is that it recognizes vast differ­ 
ences of view. Stalin and Hitler 
killed off all differences of point of 
view. 
Those who shout for unity in the 
United States have already forgot­ 
ten that unity existed in Stalin’s 
Russia and Hitler’s Germany. They 
killed off every individual who im- 
pared unity. 
Our strength is in our differ­ 
ences, not in unity. When we create 
a political system which is intol­ 
erant of differences, we shall be 
following the example of Stalin 
i who rejected every departure from 
; an acceptance of the view’s of the 


i leadership of the party of which he 
; became the sole leader. 
The ADA is an agency of unity 
and c o nf o r m i t y in the United 
States. It has invaded both parties, 
supporting individuals who w i 1 
use existing parties as vehicles 
for election but remaining true to 
the ADA program. Republicans are 
slowly waking up to this peril.

Ag reement In Lo ndo n 
Every grave of an American soldier in Europe 
bea rs mute witness to the urgency of the job 
being done by the nine foreign ministers who 
a re meeting in London. There must be no more 
conquests of Europe if they can be averted. 
The way has been cleared for a military 
security program by the pledges of Secretary 
Dulles and Foreign Minister Eden to keep Amer­ 
ican and British troops on the Continent in­ 
definitely. The hopes dashed by France’s re­ 
jection of the European Defense Community 
have been revised. 
It is ironic that if the same pledges had been 
inadc while French legislators were shying 
away from EDC. they might have found merit 
In the EDC proposal. But that is water over the 
dam now. 
When the EDC proposal finally was taken out 
of controversy by France’s refusal to accept it. 
Foreign Minister Eden turned to the Brussels 
agreement as the alternative basis for a security 
structure that would satisfy French misgivings 
about a rearmed Germany. The main point of 
agreement had been that nothing should isolate 
Germany from the rest of Europe: that every­ 
thing should be done to add Germany’s strength 
to the common defense of Europe. 
When Britain’s pledge to maintain troops on 
the Continent signified that British “isolation’* 
was being ended, the log jam was broken. Al­ 
though SecreUry Dulles made the announce­ 
ment of U.S. willingness to maintain a garrison 
in Europe before Eden said Britain w’ould do 
the same, it was the British announcement that 
packed the punch. It had been taken for granted 
by Europeans and by Americans, too, that the 
United States would never walk out on Europe 
and let it fall into Russia’s hands. 
Prem ier Mendes-France had predicted that 
with the stalemated EDC issue out of the way, 
progress could be made on some more accept­ 
able plan of security. The apparent agreement 
of the foreign ministers in London is a tribute 
to his Judgment. 
The prospect of a balance of pow’er in Europe 
that win keep the Soviet Union from surging 
westward is brighter than it has been for the 
last two years.

HAROLD STASSEN personally 
replied to inquiring senators. But 
not one in this vast maze of govern­ 
ment officialdom did w’hat any re­ 
porter would do — go to the source 
of the stories.

Not one government payroller of 
the thousands glued to their chairs 
for the past 20 years bothered to 
call and ask what I had seen and 
gathered in six weeks in Europe 
on the story.

this city’s docks. This has been 
called to the attention of the au 
thorities. Nothing has been done, 
although there are other ports with 
adequate facilities wfiere non-Com- 
munist longshoremen a r e avail­ 
able. 
Specific complaints have been 
lodged by the European represent­ 
atives of the AFL’s Free Trade 
Union Committee. But still today 
our stuff is being unloaded by 
Communist controlled union mem­ 
bers who in the past have plaster­ 
ed signs over the countryside say­ 
ing “ Americans, go home.” 
Scores 
of millions of dollars 
worth of American orders for air­ 
craft, minesweepers, ammunition, 
radar and other military supplies 
are being made in factories where 
the Communists not only supply 
the labor but, through their domi­ 
nation of the 
industrialists 
who 
want to remain in the favor of the 
powerful Sovieteers, also control 
the plants themselves. 
The mimeographed State and De­ 
fense Departments FOA reply to 
my stories say that not a single 
piece of this equipment will be 
used bv an American. It is all for 
our NÀTO partners. So what? 
If 
it’s sabotaged, who will suffer? 
Furthermore, who can say when 
an American boy will operate one 
of these guns or planes in a battle, 
or depend on the radar for warning 
of an approaching enemy?

THE DEMOCRATIC party lead­ 
ership in Maine also was smart 
enough to sense this situation and 
named a Catholic to run for gov­ 
ernor—the first time that this had 
happened. 
Religious factionalism 
in politics is to be deplored but 
politicians who know the facts of 
life realize it does exist. 
Now, the Catholic vote is by no 
means solid at any time. A min­ 
ority of Catholics today are bitter 
in their denunciation of the Wis­ 
consin senator and his “methods.” 
The Catholic Church is the biggest 
single bulwark 
in 
this country 
against Communism in the sense 
that 
probably 
m o r e sermons 
against atheistic Communism have 
been preached in the last 10 years 
in Catholic parishes than a n y- 
where else. Such ideological con­ 
victions run deep. 
Much of the Catholic vote today 
is resentful of the attacks on Sen. 
McCarthy. Some of the resent­ 
ment is due to sermons preached 
in 
certain 
Protestant 
churches 
criticizing the Catholic Church for 
McCarthy’s activities. Little will be 
said about it in the campaign. No 
Catholic prelate wiU probably say 
a word about it cither. But 
if 
past experience with this vote in 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania , 
and other states is a guide, it will 
be found this year on the staj’- 
at-homc or on the protest side. 
Why, it will be asked, would any­ 
one who is sore about the persecu­ 
tion of McCarthy go back to the 
Democratic party, which certainly 
has in it many members of Con­ 
gress who have fought and will 
fight him hard because he called 
the Democratic party a “party of 
treason” ? The answer is that, 
when they are 
resentful, voters 
hold the party in power accounta­ 
ble in elections, hoping that the 
party that comes 
in will 
have 
learned its lesson and will change 
its ways. If it doesn’t, as the rea­ 
soning goes, there will be plenty i 
of time to vote that party out | 
next time. Emotion rather than 
j 
logic 
often 
sways 
millions of 
voters, irrespective of party. 
The Democrats have shrewdly 
managed in the last 18 months to 
get a lot of news space in their 
efforts to discredit the Republican 
party.

Pa ttern Fo r Co a litio n

The Liberal party in New York 
is essentially the ADA, organized 
as a legal state political party. 
Leadership in the party is prim ar­ 
ily ADA. The party’s platform is 
the nearest thing we have in the 
United States to the Labor party 
in Britain. 
The 
Liberal 
party 
originated 
when a considerable number of 
members of the old American La­ 
bor party of New York left that 
group because it was permeated 
with Communists. The late Vito 
Marcantonio kept the American 
Labor party together until last 
year when, after finding its mem­ 
bership deserting to the Demo­ 
crats, he decided that it was all 
but dead. And now Marcantonio 
is dead and the Liberal party re­ 
mains. 
David Dubinsky is easily the 
strongest and apparently the dom­ 
inant figure in the party. 
Adolph Berle, once a FDR brain- 
truster, is the nominal chairman, 
while Alex Rose, who is president 
of the hatters’ union, is the prac­ 
tical operator. 


EDWARD J. FLYNN, as boss of 
the Bronx and New York Demo­ 
cratic National Committeeman, al­ 
ways strongly disapproved of an 
alliance between the Democrats 
and the Liberal party. He rea­ 
soned quite correctly, that such an 
alliance would ultimately give the 
Liberals a balance of power and 
would also alienate the few re­ 
maining conservative Democrats 
in New York State. 
Since Flynn passed from t h e 
scene and the Dewey domination 
in Albany has prevailed, the Dem­ 
ocrats eagerly accept the Liberal 
party endorsement. 
Certainly that was true this year 
when 
Averell 
Harriman. 
after 
his nomination as Democratic can­ 
didate for governor, went to the 
Liberal leaders and abjectly solic­ 
ited 
their 
support. 
'This 
they 
freely gave, not only to Harriman, 
but to FDR, Jr. and the rest of 
the ticket. 
Alex Rose, in giving his blessing 
to the double nomination, said that 
it constituted “a pattern of coali­ 
tion.” Indeed it does, and an ex­ 
amination of the platforms of the 
two parties shows a perfect am al­ 
gam of hjT)ocrisy on one hand and 
radicalism on the other.

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The Reason For Newspaper Week 
This is the 15th consecutive year that news­ 
papers have set aside a week to call attention 
to the job they do in the United States. National 
Newspaper Week is the first seven days of Oc­ 
tober. 
It is odd that newspapers have not explained 
themselves better while trying to explain so 
many other things about the society that has 
evolved in America. Perhaps it is because their 
own people have been. vague about the job per­ 
formed by the press. 
It has taken a long time to get far enough 
from the crude and chaotic beginning of the 
press in America to look at it objectively. The 
newspaper business changes continuously, as 
most things change in America. But the function 
it performs is settled and changeless. 
Newspapers carry on the continuous distribu­ 
tion of information by use of the printed word 
among all the people. 
They do this to meet a mass demand for 
recorded knowledge about every facet of Amer­ 
ican life — a demand that began to grow in 
the early years of the republic's existence and 
is still growing. 
Both the art and the business of communica­ 
tion have grown by leaps and bounds in the 
United States to satisfy the people’s insatiable 
appetite for the printed word. 
There is one thing every American citizen 
needs to know about newspapers. 
The 1st amendment to the Constitution says, 
•‘Congress shall make no law. . . abridging the 
freedom of the press.” This means the printed 
word is immune to interference by public au­ 
thority. 
This immunity to interference had to be spe­ 
cified in the 1st amendment because there was 
. no other way to hold public authority at bay. 
Freedom of the press was a burning issue be­ 
tween newspapermen and their would-be cen­ 
sors and suppressors when the republic was 
founded. It still is. 
The press must still fight to get all the in­ 
formation that belongs to the people. There is 
never a day when some public servant is not 
busily trying to erect a barrier to keep news­ 
papers from doing that most vital part of their 
job which consists of telling what a few people 
trusted with public authority are doing with the 
sovereign power of all the people. 
If Newspaper Week each year helps people to 
understand why newspapers must fight endless­ 
ly to keep the little barriers from growing into 
big ones, it is serving its purpose. It is letting 
the people know that the 1st amendment to the 
Constitution is not being neglected. 


Agreement In London 
Every grave of an American soldier in Europe 
bears mute witness to the urgency of the job 
being done by the nine foreign ministers who 
are meeting in London. There must be no more 
conquests of Europe if they can be averted. 
Hie way has been cleared for a military 
security program by the pledges of Secretary 
Dulles and Foreign Minister Eden to keep Amer­ 
ican and British troops on the Continent in­ 
definitely. The hopes dashed by France’s re­ 
jection of the European Defense Community 
have been revised. 
It is ironic that if the same pledges had been 
made while French legislators were shying 
away from EDC, they might have found merit 
in the EDC proposal. But that is water over the 
dam now. 
When the EDC proposal finally was taken out 
of controversy by France’s refusal to accept it, 
Foreign Minister Eden turned to the Brussels 
agreement as the alternative basis for a security 
structure that would satisfy French misgivings 
about a rearmed Germany. The main point of 
agreement had been that nothing should isolate 
Germany from the rest of Europe; that every­ 
thing should be done to add Germany’s strength 
to the common defense of Europe. 
When Britain’s pledge to maintain troops on 
the Continent signified that British ‘‘isolation’* 
was being ended, the log jam was broken. Al­ 
though Secretary Dulles made the announce­ 
ment of U.S. willingness to maintain a garrison 
in Europe before Eden said Britain would do 
the same, it wras the British announcement that 
packed the punch. It had been taken for granted 
by Europeans and by Americans, too. that the 
United States w'ould never w'alk out on Europe 
and let it fall into Russia’s hands. 
Prem ier Mendes-France had predicted that 
with the stalemated EDC issue out of the way, 
progress could be made on some more accept­ 
able plan of security. The apparent agreement 
of the foreign ministers in London is a tribute 
to his judgment. 
The prospect of a balance of pow’er in Europe 
that will keep the Soviet Union from surging 
westward is brighter than it has been for the 
last two years.

Republicans Are Slowly Waking To The Danger

The party con­ 
gresses 
were 
really o f t e n 
m e e t ings at 
which the de­ 
bate was tense 
and 
exciting. 
George Sokolsky 
A l s o , 
t h e 
Comintern was not bound to Rus­ 
sia which was only one country 
in it. In fact there were times 
when 
the 
German 
Communist 
party was as important as the 
Russian party and the hope of 
the Bolsheviks was that Germany 
would stage the major Marxist 
Revolution. 
Stalin changed all that. He de­ 
stroyed all dissent, all differences 
of opinion. He had those who op­ 
posed him killed or exiled. He re­ 
duced the Comintern from an in­ 
ternational organization to a branch 
of the Kremlin. 
The Russian Communist p a r t y 
became the directing agency of the 
revolutionary movement. 


RUTH FISCHER, who had been 
one of 
the 
effective 
heads 
of 
the German party, cites this ex­ 
ample of what Stalin did to re­ 
move her from the Presidium of 
the Comintern, in her book. ‘‘Sta­ 
lin and German Communism” : 
‘‘Stalin, however, had another 
plan. All members of the Presi­ 
dium, myself included, were re­ 
quired 
under 
Comintern 
disci­ 
pline to sign the Open Letter and 
then to defend it in our parties. 
Thus I was driven to sign my 
own political death warrant and 
to confess my sins in public.” 
Further she wrote: 
“Thus the principle of hierarchi­ 
cal discipline was applied against 
me. If there are differences in the 
Politburo, its decision by major­ 
ity vote is binding on all members 
and they are not allowed by Bol­ 
shevik precepts to discuss their 
point of difference even in the 
Central Committee. 
“Dissidents in the Central Com­ 
mittee must defend the commit­ 
tee’s point of view even in the 
party; party decisions have to be 
defended outside the party even by 
members who disagree with them. 
Thus at every level disagreement 
is kept to the group of minimum 
size, and at each step down the 
hierarchical scale the next larger 
body is presented with a unani­ 
mous mandate. 
“The secrecy of each body’s de­ 


liberations is sacred; for a mem­ 
ber of a 
committee to discuss 
them with someone in a lower 
hierarchical unit is the Communist 
equivalent of 
a 
serious 
misde­ 
meanor.” 


THIS WAS in 1925, when Stalin 
was clearing a w a y the impedi­ 
ments to his power. He sought to 
build a dictatorship and he did it 
at the cost of every principle of 
decency. 
One reason that Stalin was so 
successful, not only in Russia but 
in the Communist parties of all 
countires, was that he split the 
parties into left and right and 
middle-of-the-road and also he put 
large numbers of members on his 
payroll. For instance, about one- 
twelfth of the German party was 
in Russian pay. 
What share of the 
payroll of 
the American party was on the 
Russian payroll? How many Chi­ 
nese Communists were on the Rus­ 
sian payroll? 
Miss Fischer says of this: 
“ Bureaucrats a r e everywhere 
the props of a political appara­ 
tus; the peculiar feature of these 
Russian 
cadres 
within German 
labor was their secret coordina­ 
tion, their military control 
b y 
secret agents, their direct affilia­ 
tion with the center in Moscow...” 
In a word, it was 
an 
astute 
corruption of those who could not 
turn back from the course they 
had adopted. The state party and 
the party s t a t e were 
Stalin’s 
achievement which Hitler copied. 
These two men have disturbed our 
age and our lives more than any 
other forces. 


THE STRENGTH, for instance, 
of the American two-party system 
is that it recognizes vast differ­ 
ences of view. Stalin and Hitler 
killed off all differences of point of 
view. 
Those who shout for unity in the 
United States have already forgot­ 
ten that unity existed in Stalin’s 
Russia and Hitler’s Germany. They 
killed off every individual who im- 
pared unity. 
Our strength is in our differ­ 
ences, not in unity. When we create 
a political system which is intol­ 
erant of differences, we shall be 
following the example of Stalin 
who rejected every departure from 
an acceptance of the views of the 
leadership of the party of which he 
became the sole leader. 
The ADA is an agency of unity 
and c o n f o r m i t y in the United 
States. It has invaded both parties, 
supporting individuals who w i l l 
use existing parties as vehicles 
for election but remaining true to 
the ADA program. Republicans are 
slowly waking up to this peril.

That much or our equipment was 
being unloaded in Livorno by bit­ 
ter, U. S. hating Communist long­ 
shoremen. 
As a result of these stories, hun­ 
dreds of protests piled up on the 
desks of congressmen. State De­ 
partment officials, Defense D epart 
ment functionaries and in the head­ 
quarters of Harold Stassen, direc­ 
tor of the Foreign Operations Ad­ 
ministration. 
The 
three 
federal 
agencies collaborated on a mimeo­ 
graphed reply. This they then dis­ 
tributed widely — attacking me 
and my stories. 


HAROLD STASSEN personally 
replied to inquiring senators. But 
not one in this vast maze of govern­ 
ment officialdom did what any re­ 
porter would do — go to the source 
of the stories. Namely me in this 
case. 
Not one government payroller of 
the thousands glued to their chairs 
for the past 20 years bothered to 
call and ask what I had seen and 
gathered in six weeks in Europe 
on the story. 
In France and in Italy, our in­ 
telligence officers know of the pres­ 
ence of scores of Communist in- i 
dustrial and military spies in our 1 
key distribution depots and mili­ 
tary bases. Yet, because we have 
not 
wanted 
a 
showdown 
with 
France and Italy on their internal 
Communist problems, or govern­ 
ment functionaries have done little 
about the information sent them 
by our intelligence services. 
Those Communist spies are still 
there. And there are U.S. agents 
abroad who are winging their 
hands in frustration as they futile­ 
ly watch the Soviet agents operate. 
To pick one spot at random, look 
at the Italian port of Livorno. 


THROUGH THIS port pass tre­ 
mendous amounts of our military 
tonnage for southern Europe and 
Italy. The materiel is unloaded by 
longshoremen among 
whom 
are ] 


many Soviet agents, checking the 
types and quantities of weapons 
and munitions funnelled through 
this city’s docks. This has been 
called to the attention of the au­ 
thorities. Nothing has been done, 
although there are other ports with 
adequate facilities wftere non-Com- 
munist longshoremen a r e avail­ 
able. 
Specific complaints have been 
lodged by the European represent­ 
atives of the AFL’s Free Trade 
Union Committee. But still today 
our stuff is being unloaded by 
Communist controlled union mem­ 
bers who in the past have plaster­ 
ed signs over the countryside say­ 
ing “Americans, go home.” 
Scores 
of millions of dollars 
worth of American orders for air­ 
craft, minesweepers, ammunition, 
radar and other military supplies 
are being made in factories where 
the Communists not only supply 
the labor but, through their domi­ 
nation of the 
industrialists 
who 
want to remain in the favor of the 
powerful Sovieteers, also control 
the plants themselves. 
The mimeographed State and De­ 
fense Departments FOA reply to 
my stories say that not a single 
piece of this equipment will be 
used by an American. It is all for 
our NATO partners. So what? If 
ifs sabotaged, who will suffer? 
Furthermore, who can say when 
an American boy will operate one 
of these guns or planes in a battle, 
or depend on the radar for warning 
of an approaching enemy?

FOA attack just made on my dis­ 
patches says that one of our gov­ 
ernment orders in Italy for 18 mil­ 
lion dollars worth of ammo, was 
cancelled on Aug. 7 after they dis­ 
covered that the labor at the 
Italian firm had been taken over 
by the Communists during July. 
That contract should never have 
been placed. Anti-Communist Ital­ 
ian labor leaders, and the AFL 
representative, to my first hand 
knowledge, had long warned that 
the plant w as Communist dominat­ 
ed and that the order would help 
our enemies.

A good example is in the Maine 
election this year. All the com­ 
ments made publicly by both sides 
afterward were to the effect that 
McCarthy wasn’t an issue—that his 
name was hardly mentioned. But 
what, 
indeed, 
did 
happen 
in 
Maine? Letters from there say the 
Catholic vote, which in large part 
had left the Democratic party on 
the anti-Communist issue in 1952 
voted 
in 
resentment 
this 
year 
against the Republican members of 
Congress. 


THE DEMOCRATIC party lead­ 
ership in Maine also was smart 
enough to sense this situation and 
named a Catholic to run for gov­ 
ernor—the first time that this had 
happened. 
Religious factionalism 
in politics is to be deplored but 
politicians who know the facts of 
life realize it does exist. 
Now, the Catholic vote is by no 
means solid at any time. A min­ 
ority of Catholics today are bitter 
in their denunciation of the Wis­ 
consin senator and his “methods.” 
The Catholic Church is the biggest 
single bulwark 
in 
this country 
against Communism in the sense 
that 
probably 
m o r e sermons 
against atheistic Communism have 
been preached in the last IO years 
in Catholic parishes than a n y . 
where else. Such ideological con­ 
victions run deep. 
Much of the Catholic vote today 
is resentful of the attacks on Sen. 
McCarthy. Some of the resent­ 
ment is due to sermons preached 
in 
certain 
Protestant 
churches 
criticizing the Catholic Church for 
McCarthy’s activities. Little will be 
said about it in the campaign. No 
Catholic prelate will probably say 
a word about it either. But 
if 
past experience with this vote in 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and other states is a guide, it will 
be found this year on the stay- 
at-home or on the protest side. 
Why, it will be asked, would any­ 
one who is sore about the persecu­ 
tion of McCarthy go back to the 
Democratic party, which certainly 
has in it many members of Con­ 
gress who have fought and will 
fight him hard because he called 
the Democratic party a “party of 
treason” ? The answer is that, 
when they are resentful, voters 
hold the party in power accounta­ 
ble in elections, hoping that the 
party that comes 
in will 
have 
learned its lesson and will change 
its ways. If it doesn’t, as the rea­ 
soning goes, there will be plenty 
of time to vote that party out 
next time. Emotion rather than 
logic 
often 
sways 
millions of 
voters, irrespective of party. 
The Democrats have shrewdly 
managed in the last 18 months to 
get a lot of news space in their 
efforts to discredit the Republican 
party. 


THE “GENIUS” in the Eisen­

The only oth­ 
er p ossible thought is that M anager 
A1 Lop ez’s club wore itself out 
needlessly in the final weeks try­ 
ing to set a new league record 
for games won.

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It’s Up To Bob Lemon As Indians Try To Hang On In Series 


Giants Battle 
To Capture 
Four Straight

CLEVELAND (PV—Fantastic 
as 
the thought might have seemed a 
few short days ago, the 1954 World 
Series of baseball could end here 
today, and it probably will. The 
Cleveland Indians, mauled three 
straight times by the New York 
Giants, do not look like a ball club 
with any comeback in its system. 
The Giants manager, Leo Duro- 
cher, is not a kindly sort of dia­ 
mond figure who might under the 
circumstances say shucks, fellows, 
let’s let the poor guys win one for 
the sake of their wives and kid­ 
dies. Leo, who might be winding 
up his career as a big league pilot 
with this one if you can believe 
everything you hear, . would be 
happy to go out with the big flour­ 
ish. 
If further proof was needed that 
the Giants were one of the most 
underrated teams in history going 
into the Series, yesterday’s easy 
6-2 victory before the Indians’ 
home folks more than supplied it. 
For the first time in the three 
games played, it never looked like 
a contest. Never before had a dead­ 
er audience of 71,555 gathered in 
one stadium. 
After watching them play three 
games, one can believe that the 
American League champions won 
their pennant over a lot of me­ 
dium-rare opposition. The only oth­ 
er possible thought is that Manager 
Al Lopez’s club wore itself out 
needlessly in the final weeks try­ 
ing to set a new league record 
for games won. It succeeded in 
that, but had nothing left. 
Lopez’s belated decision to spare 
Al Rosen further punishment in 
the third game failed to improve 
matters. Hank Majeski, veteran 
replacement for the injured third 
baseman, not only failed to hit in 
four tries, but gained the signzl 
distinction of hitting into the first 
double play of the series. 
It is a rather desperate gamble 
that Lopez is taking in sending 
Bob Lemon to the hill again to­ 
day, but it also is a case of having 
almost no choice in the matter. 
Lemon is his best, and even though 
the righthander lost the opener to 
Dusty Rhodes’ 10th inning home 
run at the Polo Grounds, Lopez 
has to hope that his big man can 
give 
another 
such performance 
with only two days of rest. 
Durocher 
similarly 
had 
only 
about one guess to make, having 
run t h r o u g h his three mound 
standbys and used up his relief 
staff to some extent. Don Liddle, 
the small-size southpaw who went 
to the Giants as a sort of throw­ 
away in last winter’s Johnny An- 
tonelli-Bobby Thomson deal, might 
well be the man to close the lid 
on the Tribe. 
True, Liddle didn’t exactly im­ 
press the public in his previous 
series appearance, when he re­ 
lieved Sal Maglie in the opener 
and served up the pitch that Vie 
Wertz used to chase Willie Mays 
nearly into the next county, but he 
can be a very cute performer at 
times. 
As some of the Giants had pre­ 
dicted all along, the American 
League champs had more trouble 
with Ruben Gomez’s screwball and 
sharp curve yesterday than they 
had experienced either with Mag­ 
lie or Antonelli in their two previ­ 
ous stabs at the Giants’ staff. The 
Puerto Rican limited them to four 
hits. 
As also had been freely fore­ 
seen by Durocher’s club, Mike Gar­ 
cia proved much the easiest of 
of Cleveland’s famed big three to 
beat a tattoo on. Even Willie Mays, 
who had gone hitless against Lem­ 
on and Early Wynn, finally got 
into the act with a scoring single 
before Lopez gave up on the Big 
Bear with the score 4-0 against 
him. 
In all, against Garcia and his 
three successors, the Giants bashed 
a total of IO hits. It was the first 
really impressive hitting display 
Durocher’s club had given, and it 
came at a time when the Indians 
were at their most helpless. Where

Don Mueller chipped in with a 
brace of singles for the Giants, 
and again it was the amazing Dus­ 
ty Rhodes who propelled a pinch 
single for the Giants* second and 
third runs in their crushing third- 
inning attack on Garcia. 
It was Rhodes’ third pinch blow 
in as many days and tied the World 
Series record for that specialty. 
It is too bad that time appears 
to be running out on the man.

WASHINGTON CP—U.S. officials 
appear confident today that Amer­ 
ican and Korean au thorities will 
j 
reach some “ reasonable arrange-; 
m ent” in a dispu te which has cu t ^ 
off nativ e cash for U.S. troops in; 
Korea. 
The Korean gov ernment, resist­ 
ing a less fav orable dollar ex ­ 
change rate for its money , an­ 
nou nced the cu toff action some 
tim e ago, effectiv e Oct. 1. 
Korean Hu an for sev eral y ears 
hav e been bou ght by the U.S. 
Army for dollars and u sed to 
pay local ex penses, su ch as for 
Korean labor, and to conv ert Amer­ 
ican soldiers’ money so they cou ld 
shop in Korean stores. The spend­ 
ing of dollars or of Army scrip 
in those stores is illegal—bu t that 
does not altogether prev ent the 
practice, au thorities here said. 
The Repu blic of Korea has been 
selling its cu rrency to the United ; 
States at a fix ed rate of 18 0 hu an I 
to $1, whereas the rate in the open i 
m ark et—a black m ark et in Korea 
—was dou ble that. 
The United States was spending ^ 
abou t fou r million dollars a month 
for Korean money and American 
au thorities said the effect of this 
was to prov ide a k ind of dollar 
su bsidy to the Korean economy . 
They said the money was not v oted 
by Congress for this pu rpose and 
they opened negotiations for a 
more “ realistic rate” . 
i 
While the negotiations were going' 
on the United States decided not; 
to pay for any more Korean hu an, 
which it was drawing in one month 
and pay ing for abou t two months ^ 
later.

credit obliga­ 
tions 
accu mu lated. 
'The 
Korean 
gov ernment therefore annou nced 
that beginning Oct. 1 it wou ld not 
ex tend any more credit, which 
m eant a denial of hu an to the 
U.S. Army .

The m ercu ry , 
went as high as 97 degrees on 
Sept. 6, and dipped to a nippy 31 
degrees Sept. 24, according to Cope­ 
land. 
The coolest September was in 
1918 when the av erage was 5 6 de­ 
grees. The hottest was September 
1921 with a 67 .3 degree av erage, 
i 
Precipitation was below the nor­ 
m al 2.94, bu t soil m oistu re w’as 
good, and wheat was planted in an 
ex cellent soil bed, he said. Other 
crops, su ch as corn, were giv en 
promise of a good harv est. 
The y ear is now’ 4.41 inches ahead 
in rainfall, Copeland said. 
In September 1926 rainfall totaled 
9.5 inches to hold the record for 
the wettest month. The driest Sep­ 
tem ber W’a s in 1936 when only 0.9 
inch fell. 
Last month su nshine amou nted 
to 60 per cent, below’ the av erage 
of 65 per cent. There were 11 clear 
day s, 12 partly clou dy day s and 
7 clou dy day s. 
Copeland said the u ndergrou nd 
water level remaioi low, and benfi ^ 


ficial rains still are needed. He ex ­ 
pects a few more week s of warm 
weather, bu t pointed ou t the first 
k illing frost last y ear occu rred Oct.

Accord Seen 
In Dispute Of 
Troops Money 


U.S. Confident Of 
Korean Agreement 
For Native Cash 


WASHINGTON (Pi—U.S. officials 
appear confident today that Amer­ 
ican and Korean authorities will 
reach some “reasonable arrange­ 
ment’* in a dispute which has cut 
off native cash for U.S. troops in 
Korea. 
The Korean government, resist­ 
ing a less favorable dollar ex­ 
change rate for its money, an­ 
nounced the cutoff action some 
time ago, effective Oct. I. 
Korean Huan for several years 
have been bought by the U.S. 
Army for dollars and used to 
pay local expenses, such as for 
Korean labor, and to convert Amer­ 
ican soldiers’ money so they could 
shop in Korean stores. The spend­ 
ing of dollars or of Army scrip 
in those stores is illegal—but that 
does not altogether prevent the 
practice, authorities here said. 
The Republic of Korea has been 
selling its currency to the United 
States at a fixed rate of 180 huan; 
to SI, whereas the rate in the open 
market—a black market in Korea 
—was double that. 
The United States was spending; 
about four million dollars a month 
for Korean money and American 
authorities said the effect of this 
was to provide a kind of dollar 
subsidy to the Korean economy. 
They said the money was not voted 
by Congress for this purpose and 
they opened negotiations for a 
more “realistic rate”. 
While the negotiations were going 
on the United States decided not 
to pay for any more Korean huan, 
which it was drawing in one month 
and paying for about two months 
later. Thus, U.S. 
credit obliga­ 
tions 
accumulated. 
The Korean 
government therefore announced 
that beginning Oct. I it would not 
extend any more credit, which 
meant a denial of huan to the 
U.S. Army. 
At one stage, the proposal was 
made that huan should be bought 
at an open-market rate. It is under­ 
stood the U.S. probably would ac­ 
cept a settlement short of that, but 
U.S. authorities appeared flatly op­ 
posed to resuming payments at the I 
old rate of 180 to I. 
The currency difficulties are re-1 
yarded here as traceable not only 
to the Korean government’s desire 
to avoid a less attractive deal, but 
also 
to 
Korean 
dissatisfaction 
with various American policies, in­ 
cluding the bitterly protested with­ 
drawal of American divisions from 
Korea.

Blacktopping * 
Up To Council 


18 Ordinances To Be 
Presented Monday 


The second legislative step to 
clear the way for blacktop surfac­ 
ing of 18 residential district streets 
is scheduled for consideration at 
City. Council’s meeting M o n d a y 
night. 
Council w i l l consider 18 ordi­ 
nances, each naming one of the 
streets to be improved at property 
owners’ expense. The first enabling 
legislation was approved at a spe­ 
cial meeting Aug. 30. 
The improvements w e r e re­ 
quested by the property-owners, 
who circulated petitions to partici­ 
pate in a low-cost blacktop pro­ 
gram proposed early in 1954 by 
Mayor E. Allan McKeever. 
Most of the streets are in East 
End and North Side. The cost has 
been estimated at about $2 a front 
foot for a street 18 feet wide, plus 
any necessary grading or base con­ 
struction. 
The work is separate from an­ 
other blacktopping program t h a t 
was rejected by Council virtually 
in its entirety' after property-own­ 
ers complained. 
Council also will consider legis­ 
lation fixing an $18.75 a front foot 
assessment for the blacktop sur­ 
facing, curbing and raining of May­ 
berry Lane between St. Clair Ave 
and Curry St. The work was done 
late in 1953 at the request of prop­ 
erty-owners. 
Also scheduled for presentation 
is an ordinance declaring an emer­ 
gency and authorizing the Board 
of Public Utilities to contract for

Temperatures were 1.5 degrees 
over the norm of 63 degrees in his 
62-year-old records. The mercury i 
went as high as 97 degrees on 
Sept. 6, and dipped to a nippy 31 
degrees Sept. 24, according to Cope­ 
land. 
The coolest September was in 
1918 when the average was 56 de- j 
grees. The hottest was September 
1921 with a 67.3 degree average. 
| 
Precipitation was below the nor­ 
mal 2.94, but soil moisture was 
good, and wheat was planted in an 
excellent soil bed, he said. Other 
crops, such as corn, were given 
promise of a good harvest. 
The year is now 4.41 inches ahead 
in rainfall, Copeland said. 
In September 1926 rainfall totaled 
9.5 inches to hold the record for 
the wettest month. The driest Sep­ 
tember was in 1936 when only 0.9 
inch fell. 
Last month sunshine amounted 
to 60 per cent, below the average 
of 65 per cent. There were ll clear j 
days, 12 partly cloudy days and 
7 cloudy days. 
Copeland said the underground 
water level remains low, and beni j t 


ficial rains still are needed. He ex­ 
pects a few more weeks of warm 
weather, but pointed out the first 
killing frost last year occurred Oct. 
6.
